>This is one that has bothered me for many years, through many, many 
>projects: 

> 

>You are making a meter shunt. 

> 

>Take a new 100 ohm (OTA), 2 watt composition resistor, file a vee notch 
>in each end, and proceed, by trial to adjust a length of copper wire for 
>a desired full-scale reading, with the resistor connected directly 
>across the meter terminals, exactly where it will be when used. Tin and 
>solder the first end of the copper wire to one resistor lead. Then snip, 
>tin and tack solder, snip, tin and tack solder, several times, to the 
>second resistor lead, until the desired full scale reading is reached. 

> 

>Now, here's the rub: when you unsolder the second end and neatly wind 
>the wire on the resistor and resolder the second end, the shunt is 
>ALWAYS too high a resistance, giving you a lower full-scale reading. 


I think that the wire stretching theory is the one. Copper is pretty soft, 
and so a small pull will stretch it. Remember that strain gauges are made 
basically by gluing wire to a surface and measuring the resistance change 
with deformatio of the underlying object. 


I should also point out that copper has a large temperature coefficient of 
resistivity, being less resistive at low temperatures and more at high. As 
I recall the resistance changes about 30% for a 100 degree C temperature 
change.

Radio Speciality Mfg. (Portland, OR) "Minipak II" portable FM radios. 

These look similar to the famous Motorola handie-talkie. They are thin 
portables with a handle on top. They clip together with the power 

supply on the bottom and the radio section directly underneath the handle. 
They are crystaled to 154.57 and 154.54 to TX and RX with each other and 
come with microphones and original padded canvas carry bags with both 
shoulder and hand straps. They look great but corrosion is attacking the 
aluminum name tags. Inside, they are a hybrid of subminiature wire lead 
tubes and transistors. Where the battery would normally be expected to be 
in the bottom, there is a factory-original AC supply. One of these radios 


seems to be working as designed. The other has no AC plug and I did not 
test it. The date stamps on these are December, 1963. They have RCA service 
tags on them. I was told these are Forest Service radios but I have no way 
to confirm that. Nice set. $50/pair.
